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An Extraci 

of A Printed Letter, addrcffed to r^(? Publiflier, hj Ji/. Jean Denis, 
D.of Fhjfick,ar3d Prof, if the Mathemaxicks At V^\\%-^touchwg 
the differences rifen About the Transfufion of liloud. 

Aiter tlut the Author of thefc Trafts, having been dejirid from hii Par jfian 
cr,;-rcfpondents,to i'lfbrm ihem^ whether the Magiftrate of [,ondon had forbid 
the life of thv 1 ransfu(ion«;jfBloud (at it was there noifed) had ajfured them. 
That he, never he.trd^t.hat any Magi fir ate in England had fo mneh as concerned 
rbemfehes in this matter ; and afttr that alfo the/aid Author had de_^red par- 
ticular informal ion of the Intrigues, ufedinthofe farts to perfltxe the matter of 
fa^t inthe f raff-ice c/z/'c Tr nsfufion on a certain diflraBed man at Paris j 
J^onfieurDenisn'as p/eafid to oblige thePiihViibcr by giving him th^ Infcr- 
matfotas it wOiS printed at Paris with priviledge ; nvhich was thotight fit to be 
here, inserted in EngliHijf^r better tofati^pe the Jnquijttive of thefe farts about 
the /aid n.atter of FaSi, and candidly to declare the truth of that whvle affair. 

S'r, you have fenfibiy obliged me to have aflured me by your Letter of 
April 29, That the Magiftrate of London had not at all concern'd them- 
felves to proI)ibit the Pradice of the Transfi^fion o'i Blond -^ and th;.t that 
operation had been hitherto praftifed with good fuccefs on Brutes, and 
without any il! confequence upon a Man. The Enemies of New Difcove. 
ry's had taken fo great care of publifhing every where this falfe News to 
decry this Experiment, that there needed an authentick teflimohy to dif- 
abufe the multitude. If one fliould undertake to diflipate all the falfe ru- 
mors, they fpread touching this matter, one fliould never lay afide the Pen • 
but the beft of it is, that men of difcretion do fo much difdain thefe wild re- 
ports, that they hearken no more to them but with difguft. And a s to me,l 
wasrefolv'd to write no more of it, until fome new Experiments had firft 
countenanced my firft Con jeAurcs. But your laft Letters do fo civilly engr ge 
me to impart to you the fee ret cabale., pradifed by fome perfons toem- 
barafs the Hiflory of that Mad man, that was cured fix moneths ago by the 
means of the Transfufion^ that I could not omit fending you the fumme of 
what hath hitherto pafs'd upon that fiibjed,expeding mean time,what the 
Parliament of ?<?>•;>, who, I believe, will be the Judges and Arbitrators 
thereof, fhall determine therein. 

You already know, that the Transfufion cf Calves-blond did fo temper tlic 
exceffi ve hei r of the Bloud of the A<fad man,who for four moneths had run 
naked up and down the ftreets night ind day; that he fell afleep two hours 
after the Operation, and that after ten hours deep he awaken'd being in 
good fenfe, and that he remain'd in that good condition about two 
Moneths, until the too frequent tompany with his Wife,and his debauches 
in Wine, Tobacco, and Strong Waters had caft him into a very violent and 
dangerous Feaver. 

You may alfo have heard, how tirat this Operation had effefts quite con- 
trary at the fame time, and that for one Brain cooled thereby, it fired ma'iy 
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forafmuch Jteby eating the wadnefs of one poor Wretch^ it difturbed the 
Wits of many iucb,!iisaimacnothieg,battofignaUzethen(ifeIvesby oppofing 
ail new Difcovecie?, which themfelvcs are not capable to Juake. It was in- 
deed but three or four days after that this maa was recover 'd,that fome ma- 
litious fpirics began to publifli,that he died under our handstand that we had 
put an end to his Extravagancies by putting an end to his Life. Ihis iiift 
Story having been convifted of falfity, they mended the taJe. and were re;- 
folv'd to n\ake people beUeve, he was reiapfed into his former madnef^, and 
even was grown worfe than ever. This obliged the FirlLPrefident and ma- 
ny other perfons of quality to fend for him to their houfes, to examine the 
truth themfelvcs • who after they had entertain'd him awhile, were ali facif- 
fied of the good effeA of the Transfufion, and that thofe wanted no malice, 
who reported things fo contrary to what chey faw with their ^owji Eyes, 

Thefe things you may have learned from our formerly printed Letters-, 
but what perh?ps you know not yec,is, I hat thefe Envious fpsrits were not 
the only ones thit were troubled at this Cure, i he wife of the Patient was 
moft allarum'dat it,though (he us'dartifice enough to (hew us thecontrary, 
and to perfuade us, thst (be thought on nothing elfe, but to relieve him in 
his diftempers. 1 he truth is, that this man having been a Lacqu^^^nd finqe 
a Trf/ff jie Chambre^ had no profeflion, that could bring in a fubfirtence for 
his family. A Lady ©f quality ,whom he had ferved,had indeed promiVd to 
preferr him, but his deplonble condition of health proved an obftacle to 
the performance of chat promife. And indeed the time of his madnefs was 
not fo troiiblefome to his wife, than as of his being in his wits •, forwhere- 
as (he had her. freedom to make certain vifics, and to live as (he lifted, when 
he w: s not at home, but ran up and down,and even lay at night in the firects-, 
ftie was on the contrary in great pain, when he c me to ftay at faome,be- 
caufe he obfervedher narrowly, and could not forbear reproaching her, for 
having often attempted to poifon him ; now and then exprcffing alio fome 
Jealoufie, he had conceiv'd ag inftfier comportm;;nf. Thefe are the com- 
pl ints,fheher felf hath often m^de to credible perfons,who thought them- 
Iclves obliged to depofe it Judici lly, thereby to difcover the vnif-underftand- 
ing, which doubtlefs hath been the original of the troublefome fequel in 
this aff ir. 

And indeed this poor man falling ill again, his wife urged us beyond mea- 
fure,to try ihe third Transfufion upon him, infomuchlhat fhethreatned, 
(lie would prefent a Petition to the j'olicitor General to enjoyn us to do, 
whit we did abfolutely refufe. At laft (he ca r e one morning to my houfe, 
and not finding me, (he left word, that (he intre-ttd me to exercife that 
charity as to come ?fter Dinner to her houfe, where would be a certain 
Meeting. I went, and there met U.Smmerez.^ and finding a Calf and every 
thing ready for a Transfufion, we would go away, telling her, that her huf- 
bind w>^s not in a condition for this operation. I hen (lie fell down with 
tears in her eyes, and by unwearied clamour (he engaged us not to go away 
without giving her the fatisfa(ftion, of having tried ali poflible means to re- 
cover her huiba.id. Her art was great enough to make us condefcend to 
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another trial, to fee whether We could give higi any rtslitf. M, Emmerez, to 
content her, pa ffed a pipe into the vein of the Patients arm; andfince 'tis 
neceflary to draw away fome of the old bloud.wHen new is to be infufed.he 
opened a vein in his foot for that end. But a violent fit having feifed on him 
in that inftant, together with a trembling of all his limbs, there iffued no 
bloud out of the foot, nor the arm ; which obliged M, Bmwerez to take 
out the pipe put into the arm, without opening the artery of the Calf,n.nd fo 
without any Transfufion. 

This poor man dying the night after, and that news being brought us, we 
went thither next morning together with M. Emmcnz, and another Chirur- 
gion ; and remembring the Complaints the deadman had ofteninade of hi, 
wives attempt to poyfon him ,we would gladly have open'd his Body in the 
prefence of 7. or S.witnefles. But (he did fo violently oppofe it, that it was 
not pOllible for us to Execute our defign. We were no fooner gone, but flie 
beftirr'd her felf exceedingly ,as we were inform 'd,to bury her husbind with 
all fpeed. But being in an indigent condition, flie could not compafs it that 
day. Mean time a famous Phyfitian of the Faculty of P<2w,hapningtobe 
that night at the houfe of a Lady, Who was folici ed for a charity towards 
this Burial, was of the fame mind with us, that his body ftiould be open'd, 
and therefore fentinftantly for Chirurgions to execute. But flie being re- 
folv'd againft it, ufed lyes and other arts to elude this defign. And when we 
threatned her, that we would return next morning , and do the thing by 
force, (he caufed her husband to be buried an hour before day, to prevent 
our opening of him. 

Asibonashis death was bruited abroad, the Enemies of the Experiment 
began to triumph, and foon after they publifbt defaming books againftus. 
I then refotved to be filent,but that filence made our Adverfaries but keener. 
And I was furprifed, when two moneths after I was advertifed,th"t there 
were three phyfitians that did not budge from the Widow,importuning her 
by promifes of a great recompence, onely to let them ufe her name to 
accufe us before a Court of Jufticefor having contribut.d to the death of 
her husband by the Transfufion-, and that even they addrelTed themfelvcs 
to the reighbors of this woman to engage them to bear falfe witnefsag-inft 
us, And fome time after,this woman, raifed by the hopes given her by thofe 
men,came and to'd u5, that fome Phyfitians did extremely foilicit her againft 
n% and that flie had always refufed them, knowing her obligations to us for 
having relieved her husband freely But llie drawing from hence no profir,as 
flieexpefted ftie fhould, flie turned her advertifements into menaces, and 
fen: us word, that in the prefent necefTity,to which flie wr.s reduced. ftie was 
obliged to accept of the offer, made her by certain Phyfitians, if we would 
«ot fflift her. I fent her this anfwerjthat thofe Pliyfitians,and her felf flood 
more in needof the Transfufion theneverher husband had done, and that, 
for my part, I cared not for her threats. But yet I then thought it time to 
br^ak filence, riot only my intereli being concern'd,but thepublick,to dif- 
cover to the world thofe perfons that would be engaged in intrigues fo un- 
■Ji'orthy of Learned men, I complain d of i:to the Lieutenant in Criminal 
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caufcSjWho p?efcntiy allowed me to inform both ag infl the Widow, and 
thofe that foHicited her. Some witneffes having been called before Jullice 
they depoled againft the three Phyfiti^ins and this Woman, ;'ccufing them 
to have il-cretly given to her husband certain powders, which might have 
contributed to his death. 

This Informarion,broughcmby five WitnefTes, having been prefented in 
a full Court to the fid Lieutenant by Mr. Dcrmfcn, the King's Advocat ; 
^ e gave Sentence, Thr-t the Woman fhould have a Dayfet her, to appear 
in Perfon to be examined upon my Informations, and that in the mean time 
new Informations (houldbe taken againll her at the defirc ofHisMaJeflies 
Atturney And becaufe he thought , that there might be cfenger in per- 
mitting indifferently chc pradife of the TransfiilTon. to all forts of perfons, 
he order'd,th 1 1 for the future it fhould be ufed but by the prefcript of Phy- 
l^tians : This is, wliat you'l fee more fully in the Sentence it felf •, 

An Extraft 
Of the Sentence, given at the Chaftdn^ by the Lieutenant in Criminal 
Caufes, April 1 J. 1668. in Par -i: 

IN this Cutife^ there an froofes and evidences of thefe Pmiculars :, 
I , That the Operation of Transfufton was twice performed upon Ant hony 
Mauroy, a Adadman^ and that it was attempted the third time : that itfuc- 
cec-dedfo well thofe two, times, that tht Patient vVrf.f _/? fw, for tWo mofieths after 
it, in his good fences and in perfeB health. 

2. That from the time of the twofrfi operations his fvife gave him Eggs 
and Brothes, end B dded with him four times,ni,twithf}anding the pi ohi^ition of 
thofe, that treated him, and that /Ije carried him-to her houfe without fpeaking 
to them of it, and with great reluSlancj of her Hnfband. 

3. That ftnce that time, he Went from one C'ah^xex. to another, .anltook^To- 
bacco, and f alii ig ill again, his fVife ordinarily gave himfirong-fVater to drink,, 
and Broihs,wherein Jhe m'xed certain Powders ; and that MAUVOy , having 
compleiin'd that fhe would Poyfon him, and gave him Arfenic in his Broths ;Jhe 
kindred the Affiftants to tafie thereof, and making a Jhow oftafiing of it her/e/f, 
cafi it down upon the ground, What fh; had in a Spoon. 

4. ThatdnlAsLuvoy had frequent quarrels with his fVifc f nee, and that Jl.'t 
fave him manjfirokes, as ftck^as he was, i>Ht having s»ce received a box on the 
"^Ean from him, fhe faid, he fhould repent it, though he fhould die on't. 

5. That when the Transfufion was attempted the third time, it was at the in' 
jiant reejucfi of his Wife ; thofe that were to perforrrte the operation, refujing ts 
do it without permiffion of the SoWidtot General ^ that fome dajes after that , 
the Operation was begun, but that alraofi no blood iffuing neither out of the foci 
mr of the arme rf the Patient, a Pipe was inferted, which made him cry out , 
thBugh it appeared net that any blood of the Calfe had pafs'd into his veins : 
that the Operation was given ever, and that the Patient died the next night. 

6. That this Woman would ijo way es fufer any to open the body of her Httf- 
bmd- fayingyfor an Excuft, He wai already in the Coffn, when he was not. 
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7. That agoaJt while after the Tieceafe of the faid du Mauroy, three Phjft- 
tiam did foHicit the /aid Woman to take Monejy-affd to make Comflaims^that 
the Tyansfufion had kj/i'd hey HMshund: that Jhe [aid y when thfe Per fans 
were gone away from her^thf.t thej had beC'i with hefuf on thatacconnt^ and 
that unlefs thife, that had made the Operation ^ f-.'ottld give her wherewith to re- 
turn into her Count ry, fhe Jhould do what t hofe others frejjed her to : that a }Vit' 
r.efs depofeth^ that Jhe came to pray him, that he would advertife thofe, w/^a had 
made the Operation, that nnlefs they W'cti/d maintain her during her life^ fie 
Would accept of the Offer made her by the [aid Phyfitians : that another jyit- 
nefsdepo/ith, that onewas come to himfrctK a Phyfttian, andhald offtrd him 
ilGilden LouysV, // he would depcfe^that du Mauroy died in the very ait of 
the Tra/tsfujion. 

That the matter was important tmngh to inquire into the bottom of it ; that 
there ttvj caufe enough to examine tkn t-yorytan.^ where flie had thofc Powders ? 
JVhyJhe had given them to h^r husband ? and by \'f hofe Order? why fie had 
kindred the Opening of the Body by a />',•' f That he reefuired, further informa- 
tion might be taken about it^ and Jhe in tie mean time put in fafe Cufiody. 

That as to the three Phyfitians^ who hadfoUicited htr with Money to Profe- 
cute thofe that had made the Operation, and ^ho had beenfeen with her, he de- 
mandedy that a Day might be fet them to appear in Perfov, 

Laflly J thatftnce the Transfufion hadfucceeded ^ellthe t)X'of,yJ} times,anrl 
hadmt been undertaken the third but at the eamefl requefi of the Woman^ who 
etktrwife hadfo illsbfervedthe orders of thofe^ that had made the operation^ and 
who Wasfufpeffedto have caufed the death of her Husband^ he demanded, that 
■the execution of the decree of prefixing him a day for perfonal appearance might 
furceafe. 

whereupon it was decreed^ that thetvidtw 6f dii Msiiroy Jhould on a fet 
day appear per finally^ anh undergo the examination upsn the a! ledgcd informati- 
ons; and that more ample informations, fltould be- made of the Contents in the 
Complaint of Mr, Denys : And then^ that for the future no Transfufton 
pjouldbemade upon any Human Body but by the ylppnbation of the Phyfitians 
ej the Parijiaa Faculty. 

Since this Sentence, new Informations hr ve been given in, confiderab,'y 
{lrongerti)an the former-, and Witnefles have been difcover'd, to whom 
the Woman hrd committed ic as a truft, that it w:s Arfenick^^ ftio mingkd 
in her Husbsnds Broths, and even tha t the deceafed, h;;ving given the rc(t of 
one of the MefTes of brodi to a Cat, the Animal died of it a ftw d.yes after. 
As to theTransfufion^youfee ic is not fbfoliitely prohibited by this fen- 
tence, there needing no more to pradifc it, but to have the approbation of 
fome phyfitians of Paris ; and at this very time there are feven or eighr, 
th u have figned the Propofition made for one. 'Tis not, tha c i would make 
ufe of that Licence for the pradife of this Operation ; for the Phyfitians of 
Montpelier,Rheimes, and Other Univcrfities of France, who hold at Paris 
the firft places about their Ma/efiies, the Princes and princefles of the blood, 
thechiefMagiftratesandother perfons of Quality, find themiclves in fome 
manner wounded by this fentence. They do not think they are obliged to 
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ftay for the Judgment of the Doftors of ParU, to enable them to prefcnhe 
an Operation ot this nuiire. Doubtlefs we flr.ll in a fhorc time have this 
point determin'd and reguhced by a higher Jurisdidion. And I have now 
before me a Paralytick Woman fa neighbour and friend to her, that was 
cured of the Palfey chisway) who is refolved to prefent a Petition to thi 
Magiftnite, and therem to defirc, the Transfiifion may be allowed her. 

Mean time, if ever the Faculty of the ParifutH Phyfitians me>;t upon thi^ 
hafinefs,! do not beheve, thit they will a<ft with thu precipitancy, rsfome 
fancy • And as to the Parliamm, I do not fee, that thofe , who compofe 
it, are of a refolution to ftrike at this Operation, unlefs it (hould happen, 
th It the Experiments, that may be made before thcm,(hould not fucceed as 
thofe hwe done, that have been made hitherto. ' Tis well known to that 
Court, that the Faculty made a decree, an hundred years fince, ag linl Anti- 
mony, which Was thenufedby thePbyfuians of .(1/(/»f/)f/;Vr,andthar,of ei* 
they hsd given it a place among P^j/w/, they obtain'd a fentence, prohibi- 
ting the ufe thereof: yet notwithftanding thefePhyfitians not hiving for- 
borne to ufe it imder another name, the cffe<Ss thereof proved fo advanta- 
gious,and the recovery of our Great Monarch thcrehy fo famous, thu the 
fame Faculty of P^ra was conftrain'd, two years agoe, by a decree to ap- 
prove what before they had forbidden, and even demanded an other fen- 
tence for permitting the life of the fame. 

This Example alone will not let them go fo faft for the future upon the 
like Occafions ; befides th:it the time, wherein we are, feemes to be 
much more favourable for New Difcoveries, than it was an Age agoe. Hi> 
Majefty, how much foever taken up in the Government of hisKingdome, 
ii.\-\6. in his Vidories and Triumphs, is not wanting to give a very particular 
encouragement and proteAion to Learned and 1 nquifrive Men : And at a 
time , when his faid Majefty fends all over the World recompences and 
gratifications to thofe, that cultivate Sciences, 1 cannot believe, that inliis 
Dominions there will be found Magiftrates,ref >lved to condemne perfon s, 
thu have no other Crime, tlian that of confecrating all their intereft and la- 
bour to tbe Progrefs and Advancement of Knowledge and NewDifcove- 
nes. I fliall not faile , punAu:illy to impart to you the iffueof this af- 
faire , in the meane time believe me ,
